THE BDINBURGH, REVIEW .ON 


BRITISH | COL: 
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In the April number of the Edinburgh Review 
we observe an able and discriminating article 
op “British North America,” and devoted en- 

‘ tirely to the consideration of the history and fa- 
ture prospects of British Columbia and Vancoa- 
ver Island. Itis very gratifying to ns to see 
these Colonies occupying the attention of the 
highest literary classes in Great Britain, and 
our bright prospects and vast resources so ably 
and prominently presented to the atténtion of the 
jeading literary men and capitalists of the mother 
country. The writer very justly enlarges on “ the 
‘enormous quantities of gold,” and adds :— 
“Awarding their fall merit to the richness of 
Ballarat, Bendigo and the Californian mines, the 
well sustained accounts from the Cariboo gold 
fields would lead us tp infer that its auriferous 
treasures are. the greatest hitherto discovered. 
Judging, too, from analogy, we are of opinion that 
they will be found to extend, without any mark- 
ed diminution of richness, through an immense 
extent of territory.” ; 

It may be interesting to onr readers to know 
















to the situation of our good.city, and the ideas 
they may entertain as to the facility of access to 
it. The author of ,the article says :—‘ About 
six miles to the north of the international . boun- 
dary ling is the mouth of the Fraser, and some 
fifteen miles from its entrance stands New West- 
minster, placed, with considerable success as to 
defence and. picturesque effect, on its right bank. 
Though the entrance to eile ge is not. free 
from shifting banks and:shoals, sbips of consid- 
erable burden can go up to the capital, and even 
to, Fort Langley, seventeen miles be yond-it.” 
While pretty well informed upon many points: 
the writer evidéntly lacks all information with 
regard to the splentid lines of communication we 
have now through the country towards Cariboo, 
and the entire failure in discovering coast routes 
and coast city sites. He may have kept track 
of the~yield of gold from our mines’ year after 
year, but with regard to our history for the last 
year or two, on some most important points, he 
seoms utterlyin the dark, and unaware of the 
rapid strides made by the gigantic works accom- 
‘plished in a brief space’in the interior of the Col- 
ony. - Hte gives it as his opinion, on data farnislied 
three or more years ago by sueh men as McDon- 
ald and Pemberton, that’ New Westminster is 
tod'far from the mines to continue to be the cap- 
jtal and the’chief port. Amd what are his rea- 
tons? He says it is nearer from the coast straight 
across, and then proceeds to give a graphic des- 
cription of the fearfal roads over which travellers 
and goods have to make their way to Cariboo by 
: thé Fraser route. He says :——‘‘ Cariboo is some 
600 miles from New Westminster.;” and the 
food has to be carried ‘‘ many hundreds of miles 
on mules and even men’s backs !” It is no -won- 
_ der he thinks there ought to be a change of site 
for the capital when he concludes his description 
of the way to Cariboo thus :—‘‘ With so much 
to assail both eye and ear, it might be thought 
that the progress of the traveller, thus suspend- 
ed between heave’ and earth, would be sufficient- 
ly perilous. . But, as he proceeds, he finds bis 
dangers rapidly increase. Ever and anon, along 
the narrow trail, acrag projects from the perpen- 
dicular wall of rock, and completely cuts off the 
path, overhanging, by several feet, the torrent 
* boiling some half mile below. The #indian 
method of crossing these impediments is charac- 
teristic, and, at first sight, appalling. Three 
poles are suspended, by means of deer hide ropes, 
; frach the top of the cliff. The two inner ends. of 
| the first and second are made to rest on the _in- 
terrupted pathway, on each side of the projeet- 
i ing crag ; the third poll crosses them on the out- 
ide ; and on this narrow ledge, literally. over- 


banging the chasm, the traveller is obliged to. 


round the impediment. There is absolutely noth- 
ing to take hold of, .and each passenger accom- 
plishes the task by keeping his face as close to 
the rock as possible.” ;
